That trim, gentle-looking, drah-colnrcd 
bird,' Qcroneouitr -colled ■ tnrtlo -dove by 
dwelleis in the United States, and gener- 
ally, deemed .so uttedy innocent and puro 
thatjn kill;^t for the %(ble 0E.any other use 
is-brojaded as' heinbtui in the extreme, is 
not so innocent after all. Its moaning, 
sea-sounding voice is ii mockery and a 
cheat ; its soft, dark eyes are a sham ; its 
sober, Quaker garb is calculated to deceive ; 
its timid inovomonts are not to be trusted. 
When once it has been insulted by one of 
its kind, the dove becomes as cruel and 
outrageously heartless £ia any murderer can 
be. Some years ago I witnessed a fight 
between two female moaning doves which 
for utter barbarousness could not bo ex- 
ceeded. I was angling in a brook for sun- 
perch, half prone on a gras.sy bank, lost in 
a brown study, with a cigar between niy 
lips, when I happened to see a dove alight 
on a gnarled bough of a plane-tree a few 
yards •■.'distant. Immediately it began to 
cpo'-in-^that dolefully plaintive strain so 
■'^■^ml.^Kndwn to every lover of nature, and 
•W&s sb'bn joined by a male, who perched 
'"^Biinself within a foot or two of her. I cs- 
'Vpiisd their nest, not yet finished, in tho fork 
'of an iron- wood tree near by. The buds 
made very expressive signs to each other 
with their heads by a series of bow-i, nods, 
and sidewiso motions, of -ivhich I under- 
stood enough that some intruder wa.i near — 
perhaps they meant me. The fish v.-ere not 
biting any too well, hut tho shade was 
plea.sant and the grass fragrant, the sound 
of the water very soothing, and the How of 
tho Wind steady and cooling, so I did not 
care to move just to humor the whim of a 
pair of billing doves. It proved, however, 
after all, .that I was not the cause of ulorm. 
Another female dove presently dropped 
like a hawk from a dark, dense cluster of 
leaves above the pair and struolc the first 
on the back with beak and wings. A fight 
ensued, witnessed with calm interest by 
myself and the male dove. At first tho 
combatants struggled desperately together 
on tho bough, fiercely beating each other 
v.'ich their wings, plucking out the feather.i 
from breast and neck, all the time uttering 
low querulous notes, diircrent from any- 
thing I had ever boforo heard. I'retty s(;on 
they fell off the bough, and cann- whirling 
down upon tho ground, where they con 
tinued tho battle with const.antly-incroa.s- 
ing fury, their eyes fairly fl.ishiug fire, nnd 
cutting and thrusting with their bc.-d;s liko 
swords-mcu. Blood bog.m to show itself 
about their heads, and in places their necks 
were quite bare of feathers. When at last 
one of them became so exhausted that fur- 
ther struggle was impossible, the othei 
proceeded to take its stand npon its help- 
less oppondn$,^an4. .jvoold ..have quickly 
made an end of it had I not interfered. 
The vanquished bird w.is minus nn oyo. 
and was unable to fly for sonic moments. 
The secret of tho battle was je.alou.sy. The 
male sat by and -watched in a uonclialani 
wny until it was n.11 over, when he very 
lovingly strutted up to tho victorious dove 
.and began cooing in a low, soothing touc.

DOES rr POETENin 



A dispatch from Vienna says: Tlie 
conference between Bismabok and An- 
DBASSY has resulted in "aiti ' agreement 
that the German and Austrian intcvests 
in all pending European (Questions aro 
identical, and that the condition of 
Europe is such as will leavo no doubt 
that the two empires will be able to 
assert those interests peaceably. A 
correspondent from Berlin writes: "The 
nature or aim of the supposed negotia- 
tion is still uncertain." Tlio correspond- 
ent, however, thinks there can bo no 
doubt that the expressions of certain 
Bussian newspapers about the occupa- 
tion of Bosnia and Herzegovina have 
contributed in a high degree to bring 
about the consolidation of the interests 
of the whole group of t!crman-speakiug 
people, wliich is believed to be proceed- 
ing in Vienna. The unoccusioncd and 
monstrous plans of Pan-Slavism can 
only be met by firjn and unmistak- 
able 'attitudo'of watchf iiliiess, which is 
by no means to bo understood as an 
unfriisndly one towards Kussia herself. 
Prince Bismarck, indeed, by showing 
while waiting for the most desirable 
change in the direction of Russian for- 
eign affairs, which is already spoken of 
and looked for, that he is prepared for 
war, has taken the most (^flcctusil 
means to secure ponce. A Paris cor- 
respondent says: On both of tlie main 
points which inchicod the interview be- 
tween the Marquis of Salisbury, the 
British Foreign Secretary, and M. Wad- 
DINGTON, the French Minister of For- 
eign' Affairs, namely the Greek and 
Egyptian questions, the understanding 
is complete. As to tlie plans attribut- 
ed to Austria, Germany and Russia, it 
is naturally held that neither I'^-anco 
nor3ngland have to pay niucli atten- 
tion to them, or modify in any way the 
policy each is pursuing. Bih.mauck'.s 
visit to Anduassy is moivly designed 
to show the cordiality and unity of tlie 
views of the statesmen, and Count i\.N'- 
DRASSY, in all probability, will retire 
from his present oilice only to become the 
third great Ohancclior in Europe v.-hilo 
Boron Haymeule will fill in Austria 
the specialist role filled in Germany 
by Count Vox Bulow. Bismarck after 
the Berlin Congress Imd two Chancel- 
lor candidates in view. If ho has not 
.succeeded in Russia where CJor.TsciiAif- 
off's ago protects him from any change 
he ■will' at- least- succeed in Austria, 
and Count ScdOUValoff is still young 
enough to wait his time patiently. 
There is no reason why the future 
Austrian Chancellor should have a dif- 
ferent policy from that which he had 
as Minister of Foreign Affairs. The 
latest advices indicate that Russia is 
about to make a startling move on the 
political chessboard. The English and 
German jiress are expending a good 
deal of anxious speculation as to what 
it will be. Tlicre are strong grounds 
for the suspicion tliat the Czar intends 
to take Napoleon's recipe for keeping 
a disaffected people in sabjcution, 
viz., find somebody besides their rulers 
for'thein to fight. There is a rumor 
that the party in Russia whicli organ- 
ized the war with Turkey, arc urging 
the Czar to make an attack on Austria 
in which all the Slavonic principalities 
will join and bo aided by Denmark, 
Sweden and Norway. The recent visit 
of the CzAHOWiTcn to Stockholm, and 
the haste with which Prince Labanopf 
was sent to the Porte last week, tend 
to give credibility to this surmise. An- 
other guess anxiously heralded in Eng- 
land is that Russia has ulterior designs 
uponOhiua. "The more successfully," 
says the Ifoi'ning Post, "wo keep Russia 
at arms' lengtli from India, the more 
she is driven against China. " Tiio re- 
cent bai'gain between Bu.ssia and China 
for the Province of Kuldja is cited as a 
dangerous taste of victory for the Czar. 
The English seem to think now that the 
Muscovite bear has tasted one drop of 
blood of that fat, sluggish sheep, China, 
nothing will content him but the whole 
carcass, and Russia, with China as a 
tributary, would be as dangerous a rival 
as Rus.sia with India. 

A dispatch from A^ienn.a says: An- 
duassy met Bismarck at the railway 
statiqn and accompanied hina to his 
hotel. A crowd had been assembled 
there for some hours awaiting the ar- 
rival of tlie German Chanc(;llor, who 
received him with cheer.?. The Aus- 
trian press give Bis.makck a hcaity 
welcome, not only as a great states- 
man, but as a warm friend of Austria. 
German newspapers without exception 
hail the visit as the surest guarantee of 
European peace. The soroi-otlicial 
North German Gazette e.Kplains that 
Austro-Hungary will find this under- 
standing between the two Powers to 
be the best safeguard against Panslav- 
ism. Germany has in it a rear guard 
against coalitions for revenge and the 
European assurance of. peace. The 
National Xeilimg expresses implicit con- 
fidence in Bismarck's foreign policy. 
It points out the propriety and neces- 
sity of the Austrian alliance, and 
likens the occupation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina to tihe./aiMiexation of Al- 
sace-Borraihe,"' A " correspondent at 
Vienna says: It is undei'stood the 
conference between Bismarck and An- 
DRASSY was mutually satisfactory, and 
that the question of a written or an 
unwritten alliance is immaterial, be- 
cause the conference has really resulted 
in the sealing of preceding negotiations. 
An agreement hag been macle that 
Germany and Austro-Hungary shall 
firmly support each other in every event. 
Anduassy was authorized liy the Em- 
peror to declare at the beginning of the 
conference the willingness of the Em- 
peror of Austria to- conclude a defen- 
aive alliance.

Storm7 Mootlnsr of tbo Shareholdors. 



- L Montreal, Sept 18. — ^The meeting 
of . shareholders of the Consolidated 
Bank was held tliis morning at 1 2 
o'clock, in the rooms above the oflices 
of the bank. 

The President, Sir Francis Ilinck.s, 
took the chair amid many expressions 
of disappi'OvaL 

Mr. Wethey was appointed Secre- 
tary upon the motion of the Chairman, 
i\Iiss McDougall and several . sliarc- 
holders objecting. 

Sir Francis Ilincks said the main 
object of this meeting, a.s expressed in 
the advertisement, was to receive state- 
ments concerning the position of the 
bank, and to determine what is to be 
done, as well in the interests of its 
shareholders as of its creditors. It 
was necessary to give pretty long 
notice for calling this meeting, and it 
was called as early as possible. A 
meeting has been called ami met, but 
we don't know how many shareholders 
were represented there, or what 
amount of stock was represented. 
The Board of Directors acted towards 
that meeting in the frankest and fair- 
est spirit No effort was made to con- 
ceal anything from them. The whole 
Board, and its conduct was at that 
time severely censured — (vociferous 
applause) — and the Board said that 
they would agree to abide by this pre- 
sent meeting as to their retirement or 
not (Hear, hear.) Fer my own 
part, if T consider the majority of the 
shareholders desired my retirement, I 
would retire in five minutes. Some of 
you think wo ought to be in the peni- 
tentiary. (Loud and prolonged ap- 
plause.) Is it not wise to let that 
course bo taken in the criminal courts, 
and not let it interfere with the share- 
holders' interest? "We have a com- 
mon interests. (A Vice — "Some ex- 
])lanation about Ascher it Co." Cries 
of "Order.") I was coining to the 
point. We all knew it was necessary 
that the bank should go into liquida- 
tion. Now, what is. the best course to 
adoijt'i My own opinion is that steps 
should be taken to get some other 
bank to purcha.se our building. I don't 
despair that such a result could bo 
brought about. For the future you 
have got to trust yojir interests to 
some body of directors. Wc place 
ourselves in your hands. 1 by no 
means say it is not most unfortunate 
that an inspection was not made. As 
has been complained, we placed too 
much contidence in the General iMaua- 
ger. There was no inspection in the 
City Bank. Such a question never 
was raised or came before the Directors. 
The reason was this, he believed we 
know everything about the bank, and 
that there w.is nothing to conceal. 
Referring to the correspondence be- 
tween ilessr.s. Oilman it Reekie, Sir 
Francis said: — If Mr. Reekie had writ- 
ten the letters, and has been selling 
out his stock, no one would condemn 
him more than T, but he is- a large 
stockholder, and has bought Stock 
since, and, therefore, it is not fair to 
say th.'it the Vice-President misled liis 
friends. (Cheers.) Whatever may be 
the results of this meeting, no com- 
plaints sliall issue from me. 

A Lady — Tiie complaint is on the 
other side. (Cheers.) 

Sir Francis Hincks — I cannot shirk 
the responsibility of my position as 
President, and I shall not he brow- 
beaten from it. 

Col. Turnbull introduced himself as 
the co-representatlvo with the Rev. 
Professor Weir, of the Quebec stock- 
holders, and read resolutions passed at 
a meeting in Quebec condemning the 
management of the bank. He moved 
the following resolution: 

"That Sir Francis Hincks, Messrs. 
John Grant and W. W. Ogilvie be asked 
to resign ; and Messrs. T. W. Ritchc, 
Henry Lyinan, Robert Moat and Cli;v.s. 
Hagar bo elected in their places." 

I was surprised to learn that the di 
rectors are coming here with an over- 
whelming number of votes prepared to 
over-rule anything this meeting may 
declare. I ask this ex-Finance Minis- 
ter, I ask this man whom the Queciii 
has selected to honor, I ask this nian 
to whom the stock hilders liave jiaid an 
immense salary, I ask him how these 
votes have been obtained. He tells 
you Mr. Reekie is the culprit, and ho 
has allowed this criminal to escape to 
the United States. He intends to hang 
on to this institution as long as there 
is a dollar in the vaults. If you allow 
this meeting to re elect this Board, you 
will go before the world having con- 
doned whatever they may have done 
in the past I don't know whether 
there is any sense of decency left in 
that man. (Terrific uproar.) If there 
is, I ask him to retire. It will be bet- 
ter for him to morrow to break stones 
on the street than to live upon us. As 
sure as you are present, if the same 
Board is returned, as I believe they 
intend, with the exception of one man, 
and except for that man we would not 
know about the position of the Bank 
to-daj- — mark, mark my words, this 
Board will continue to act, as they have 
done for the last thirty days. I know 
a widow vvho has sold out her stocK: at 
two dollars a share j and who has pur- 
chased this stock? The Directors. 
(Groans and hisses.) And in six months 
who will own the bank? Sir Francis 
Hincks and the Dircctor.s. 

Numerous other resolutions were 
proposed, but the Chairman refused to 
put any condemning himself, while the 
meeting strenuously objected to any 
being put .which were, in his favor. 

At last Mr. Gilmour, who introduc- 
ed himself as the largest loser, moved 
that the President ought to retire from 
the Board. 

The Rev. Prof. Weir seconded the 
motion, which, after great opposition 
on the part of Sir: Francis rHincks, -was 
put to the ballot and carried.

A circumstance occurred horo lately 
reminding one of the tales of witch- 
craft and sorcery in "merrie" Englnad 
ill the days of yore. An Indian woman 
who had been attacked with consump- 
tion for over a year conceived the idea 
that she was bewitched by four or five 
Indians and imagined if sho could kill 
them that her reco\ ery would be cer- 
tain. According to her statement sho pro- 
cured some arsenic, brought from Vic- 
toria by the Indian Johnson under sen- 
tence ofdeath for the murder at Glonora 
Landing, to poi.soii thoso whom sho im- 
agined had bowitchod her. Fearing 
the poison would not bo eflicacious, sho 
invited an old woman to dinner, and 
seasoned lior food with some of it. As 
a matter of eourse the old woman made 
a .trip to the happy hunting grounds. 
Fearing the old woman might havo 
died from natural causes sho gave an- 
other one a seasoned dish which had 
the desired cflect. Before she was 
able to poison the supjiosed witches 
sho became ill, consequently they 
escaped. On examination tho powder 
proved to bo arsenic. I hear that 
Johnson intends to starve himself rath- 
er than be hanged, desirous, I suppo.se, 
of making iiimsolf what in some cir- 
cumstances would be called a martyr 
and among Indians a hero. 

Owing to tho collapse of tho Cassiar 
mines, the glory of Wrangol has in a 
great moasnro departed, and unless 
something bo found it will become an 
Indian trading post in a couple of 
years. Goods aro selling here at reason- 
able rates, and in faefc retailing as 
cheaply asin Viotoria. The Indians here 
and in fact all along the coast are civil 
and obliging, ready and willing at all 
times to work. During the summer I 
made a trip to Cross Sound, was at 
Chilcat, Hooriah and other places, and 
experienced no difficulty with them. 
Occasionally they would have a brew of 
hoochenoo and when well hoociicnood 
are very friendly and civil, and in fact 
appcjnred to a bettor advantage than 
when sober. I say that the whites do 
not understand the scienco of distilling 
as their liquor contains one fight to the 
bottle, and tho hoochenoo has the con- 
trary effect. All newspaper goribblers 
who do Alaska thoroughly understand 
the Indian question and know exactly 
what should be done, and I do not pro- 
pose to bo an exception to the rule. I 
never heard of any civilized community 
without some kind of police force and 
an executive. And why Alaska with 
its Indian population and whites should 
bo an exception to tho rule 1 cannot 
see. A gunboat is a necessity, owing 
to the population being entirely on tho 
sea coast. The commander should 
have the power of a police judgo. The 
Alaska Indians are all traders, 
and as shrewd as any people on earth. 
The sea furnishes them with tho greater 
portion of their food, consequently to 
drive them from tho sea coast would 
mean starvation. A gunboat is all, 
therefore, that is required. Thoso 
tribes who live on tho Mainland to the 
north of here go to the interior in tho 
spring for furs, acting as middlemen to 
the interior tribes. After their return 
they are engaged in fishing for halibut, 
salmon, and catching seal, etc. Their 
villages are deserted — not a soul in 
them — and they congregate in large 
numbers around Cross Sound and other 
locations. To confine them to reserva- 
tions -would change their whole mode 
of living, making them a burthen and 
an enormous annual expense to the 
United States government, and render- 
ing them discontented and unhappy. 
Some, whose idea of philanthropy is to 
endeavor to instill religion, may argue 
that they s'-ould be placed on reserva- 
tions, but to nic it appears as sensible 
to cage a bear or an eagle and gorge 
it with food in order to render it 
happy. A certain reservation near 
Victoria on the American side several 
years ago was presided over by a cleri- 
cal gentleman. A large lot of fine seal 
was taken by tho Indians belonging 
thereto. They were forced to trade 
them at the store on tho reservation, 
consequently the storekeeper had- a 
"corner" on fur seal, and it is naturally 
supposed the Indians did not get more 
than the value of their skina My 
opinion is that when anyone advocates 
reservations in Alaska there is some- 
thing more than philanthropy at tho 
bottom. Polygamy is practised amongthc 
Indians and during the summer while on 
the trip, we had a pilot who was doubly 
married. He appeared to be about 20 
years of age, and one of his wives must 
have been at least 10 years of age— 
the other about 12 years. When tra- 
velling, one of the women — tho favor- 
ite — is generally left at home, and the 
second is taken along to prepare food. 
The Honahs are the most cleanly of 
all the tribes. Their fishing stations 
are kept in good order and at their vil- 
lage tho houses are clean and have 
sidewalks, which would do credit to a 
more civilized race. They worship the 
bad spirit, having an idea that the good 
God or spirit v-Ul not harm them ; con- 
sequently if they get on the right side 
of the devil they are perfectly safe. 
Each locality has its own spirit, gener- 
ally residing on headlands and capes, 
especially when travelling is rendered 
dangerous from tho storms and currents 
of the ocean. W.

The Chinese process of welding crack- 
ed iron wares bj' cementing them with 
molten iron is thus described:— In the 
case, for example, of a " cast-iron pan 
requiring snch treatment, the operator 
commences by breaking the edges of 
tho fracture slightly with a hammer, 
so as to enlarge the .fi.ssures, after 
which the fractured parts are placed 
and held in their natural positions by 
means of wooden braces; tho pan being 
ready, crucibles made of clay aro laid in 
charcoal and ignited in a small port- 
able sheet-iron furnace, with bellows 
working horizontally. As soon as the 
pieces of cast-iron with which tho 
crucibles were charged are fused, it is 
poured on a layer of partly charred 
husks of rough rice, previously spread 
on a thickly doubled cloth, tho object 
of this being to prevent tho sudden 
cooling and hardening of the liquid 
metal. While in the liquid state it 
is quickly conveyed to the ^ctured 
part under the vessel and forced with 
a jerk into the enlarged fissures, while 
a paper rubber is passed over tho ob- 
truding liquid inside of the vessel, 
making a neat, strong, substantial, and 
in ovory respect thorough operation.
